of Mississippi 
County good roads 
are 
immediatley 
suggested. 
The 
people 
down 
here 
talk good roads, 
read 
about 
good 
roads, and imiid good roads continual­ 
ly. This good roads subject is of such 
prime 
importance 
in 
this famous 
Southeast Missouri County that good 
toads has become a synonym for Mis­ 
sissippi County. 
I was told a story of a family 
of 
darkies 
who 
moved to Mississippi 
County recently from farther south to 
engage in 
growing cotton. 
Aftei 


their arival all the topic of conversa­ 


tion seemed to be good roads. 
1 hey 
heard it from the other negroes who 
had preceded 
them 
and 
when they 
I went over to “de white folks house” 
they also were regaled with 
a good 
; roads 
story, 
A 
new 
addition soon 
: made its arrival in this family. The 
¡proud parents were debating a name 
for the new pickaninny that would be 
most 
appropriate. 
It 
did not take 
them 
long 
to decide. 
T hey named 
! their new 
offspring 
“Good Roads”. 
1 the subject of which they had heard 
most since their arival 
in the 
new 
I country. 
In a few years little “Good 
Roads” will be old enough to get 
a 
I job working on some of the new road 


projects which will by that time be 
developing in Mississippi County. 
The subject of good roads, however, 
in Mississippi County is not a 
new 
one. 
Years before the word was ever 
heard in many other sections of 
the 
country these 
people 
down in this 
progressive Southeast Missouri coun­ 
ty were not only planning to build but 
were building good roads connecting 
their towns in what was then a wil­ 
derness. 
Even as far back as 1859 the 
people of Charleston contributed 
a 
fund to build a plank road connecting 
that old city with Belmont, some 
25 
miles away, on the Mississippi River. 
In 1920 when the good roads move­ 
ment first took deep root in Missouri 
it was an old subject down in 
this 
section of the State. 
When the State 
offered to match dollars with 
any 
county in the construction of 
better 
highways 
the 
first 
check sent out 
from Jefferson City for that purpose 
was sent to Mississippi County. Even 
before this occurred the county, at its 
own expense, had constructed a first- 
class concrete highway from Charles­ 
ton eastward to Bird’s Point, the fer­ 
ry landing for Cairo. 
The county now has 
62 miles 
of 
concrete highway which connects ev­ 
ery section of the county with ( har- 
leston, the county seat, and also con­ 
nects with the highways of adjoining 
states and county. 
Not once in 
the 
history of the county has a proposi- 
tion to build more 
roads 
ever been 
turned down by a vote of the people. 
Not long before my visit to Charles­ 
ton an election was held to build six 
additional miles of highway. 
Thdre 
was only one negative vote cast 
at 
that election. This man made an ap­ 
peal under affidavit to be allowed to 
change his vote, stating that he mdae 
a mistake in casting it. 
His request, 
I believe, was not granted. 
The au- 
thoriteis wanted to make an e x a m p le 
of him to teach people to be careful 
how they voted for 
good 
roads 
in 
Mississippi County. 
Leading northward from Charles­ 
ton to a place called Texas Bend 
on 
the river is an earth road. The 
man 
who told me this blushed when he did 
so. 
He hoped 1 had not seen it. Mis­ 
sissippi County is ashamed that 
they 
actually have an earth road left in 
the county. But, within a few weeks, 
they are going 
to 
hold 
an election. 
They are going to make a concrete 
road up to 
Texas 
Bend. 
It is not 
hard to guess how that election will 
; result. 
The only man who did 
not 
know how to vote for good roads 
in 


Mississippi County was taught a lesss 
on at the last election. 
That road to 
Texas Bend is as sure to be construct­ 
ed as the Mississippi River is sure to 
continue to sweep around that 
ma­ 
jestic bend on its way to Cairo. 
These roads have 
not 
been built 
spasmodically and in haphazard iash- 
ion. 
They have all been system ati­ 
cally planned. 
A determined purpose 
has been kept constantly in 
view to 
make these roads of most service un­ 
der all conditions for the people. They 
like tourists down here. 
I know oi 
no place where tourists are welcomed 
more 
whole-heartedly. 
But 
these 
roads were built to serve the people 
of Mississippi County. 
That was the 
prime object of 
their 
construction. 
True, tourists are benefited, for one 
of these roads leads directly to ( airo, 
but the roads lead also to all the iso­ 
lated sections of the County. 
There is a levee line of about 85 
miles through the county. 
1 his levee 
is substantially built and there is lit­ 
tle danger that the county will 
ever 
again be inundated by the big river. 
But Mississippi County planned meth- 
»dically. 
It could be inundated. 1 hey, 
therefore, built several roads leading 
down to the levee at distant points. 
If the levee breaks the people living 
near it have a means of rapid transit 
to escape the waters. 
This serves to 
illustrate how 
the 
authorities used 
their brains as well 
as 
the people s 
money in building good roads through 
the county. 
My visit to Mississippi County was 
filled with pleasant things. 
I saw lots 
more than 1 will be able to tell you, 
but I was most impressed by the good 
roads i saw. 
That is why I gave it 
first place in the series of sketch-de 
scribing 
my 
visit 
to this splendid 
county.

I loitered about the streets of Ben­ 
ton and enjoyed many talks with the 
villagers, who are affable and inclin­ 
ed to talke to a stranger. 
One of the 
most interesting people I met while at 
Benton, however, was 
Judge C. 
A. 
Leedy. 
Born in New Madrid County, 
he has spent nearly all of his life in 
this vicinity. 
He was for many years 
a 
Probate 
Judge at Benton. 
Judge 
Leedy is not now an old man, but he 
is well informed in the annals of the 
county and regaled me with many in­ 
teresting bits of local history which 
are valuable. 
While the Judge and I 
sat in a soft drink establishment and 
talked, 
he told me 
that his mothei 
would be able to tell me more of the 
annals of the early days than he was 
able to do aqd graciously invited me 
to accompany 
him 
to his mother’s 
home in the village. 
That visit to the home of Mrs. Eliza 
Leedy is indeed a red letter day in my 
experiences 
collecting 
these “ Foot-, 
loose” stories. 
Mrs. Leedy will be 90 
years old next December. 
She was 
born near Benton in December, 1835, 
and has spent nearly all her 
long 
life in this vicinity. 
Her father, Ed­ 
ward Ellis, immigrated from Virginia 
100 years ago and settled 
near 
the 
present site of Benton. 
With the ex 
ception of a few years just prior 
to 
and during the Civil War, when 
she 
resided at 
New 
Madrid, all her life 
•has been spent in the county in which 
Mrs. Leedy now lives. 
When I arrived 
Mrs. 
Leedy was 
I resting upon a bed. She welcomed me 
with all the old-time courtliness 
of 
the age in which she was raised. She 
assured me that she was not 
ill but 
each day rested upon her bed during 
the heat of mid-day. 
She talked 
to 
me entertaingly about the olden days 
in Scott County. 
Her mental facul 
ties are as alert as are those 
of 
a 
woman half a century her junior. She 
recalled dates and incidents with ac­ 
curacy that transpired long before 
the Civil War. 
She delights to 
talk 
of the olden 
days and her stories of 
the 
early 
days were filled with 
interest. 
She 
told me how in her girlhood the Sun 
day morning breakfast was made an 
event because at that meal alone of 
all the week hot biscuits were served. 
There was little flour to be obtained 
at that time, but her father 
always 
managed to keep enough on hand to 
treat his family to hot biscuits 
on 
Sunday. 
The remainnig meals of the 
week the family ate corn bread. 
It 
was good corn bread, I was told, for 
the corn was carried to a w ater mill 
and carefully ground into meal—none 
of the manufactured meal we 
now 
use. 
Mrs. Leedy’s only 
complaint was 
that in recent months her eyesight 
has failed and she cannot any 
more 
enjoy reading the newspapers, a di­ 
version she enjoyed all her life until 
recently. 
She assured me that her 
son and daughter thoughtfully 
read 
to her every 
day, 
but she confided, 
that was not half aa. pleasant as read­ 
ing herself comfortably seated in her 
armchair. 
She unloosed her long hair 
irom 
her head and let it fall halt to 
hei 
waist. 
It is as soft 
as 
silk 
and as 
beautiful as threaded silyer. 
She is a delightful, charming 
old 
lady. 
The pleasant smile that I saw 
upon her wrinkled face remains with 
me as I proceed in my wanderings. My

With the ex 
ception of a few years just prior 
to 
and during the Civil War, when 
she 
resided at 
New 
Madrid, all her life 
has been spent in the county in which 
Mrs. Leedy now lives. 
When I arrived 
Mrs. 
Leedy was 
resting upon a bed. She welcomed me 
with all the old-time courtliness 
of 
the age in which she was raised. She 
assured me that she was not 
ill but 
each day rested upon her bed during 
the heat of mid-day. 
She talked 
to 
me entertaingly about the olden days 
in Scott County. 
Her mental facul­ 
ties are us alert as are those 
of 
a 
woman half a century her junior. She 
recalled dates and incidents with ac­ 
curacy that transpired long before 
the Civil War. 
She delights to 
talk 
of the olden 
days and her stories of 
the 
early 
days were filled with 
interest. 
She 
told me how in her girlhood the Sun­ 
day morning breakfast was made an 
event because at that meal alone of 
all the week hot biscuits were served. 
There was little flour to be obtained 
at that time, but her father 
always 
managed to keep enough on hand to 
treat his family to hot biscuits 
on 
Sunday. 
The remainnig meals of the 
week the family ate corn bread. 
It 
was good corn bread, I was told, for 
the corn was carried to a water mill 
and carefully ground into meal—none 
of the manufactured meal we

Mrs. Leedy’* only 
complaint was 
that 
in 
recent months her eyesight 
has failed and she cannot any

enjoy reading the newspapers, a di­ 
version she enjoyed all her life until 
recently. 
She assured me that her 
son and daughter thoughtfully 
read 
to her every 
day, 
but she confided, 
that was not half a*, pleasant as read­ 
ing herself comfortably seated in her 
armchair. 
She unloosed her long hair 
from 
her head and let it fall half to

waist.

She is a delightful, charming

FERTILIZERS USED 
IN FRUIT ORCHARD 


Hit» and miss method» of biting fer­ 
tiliser» on orchard» are generally a 
waste of moaey. Se state« A. F. Far­ 
ley, pomologlst of the New Jersey State 
College of Agriculture, New Brunswick. 
“One should know," say« Professor 
Farley, “the kind and amount of wood 
growth made each year, the color and 
general condition of the foliage, the 
age of the tree», and the behavior of 
any cover crops that may be planted. 
“Furthermore, the type, general con­ 
dition and previous treatment of the 
toll all have a direct bearing on or­ 
chard fertilisation. 
For example, an 
orchard on rich truck soil requires an 
entirely different fertiliser treatment 
than one on poor, worn-out soil. 
“General fertiliser recommendations 
for orchard« are not very satlafactory, 
for they do not always meet the re­ 
quirements of the Individual orchard. 
However, the following recommenda- 
tlons are made for the average apple 
orchard: Nitrate of soda or sulphate of 
ammonia—-tmee one to six years old, 
one-half to one and one-half pound» 
per tree; trees seven to fifteen years 
old, 100 to 200 pounds per acre; trees 
ever fifteen years old, 150 to 
500 
pounds per acre; for peach trees, on# 
to three years old, one to one and one- 
balf pounds per tree; for peach trees 
over four years old, 100 to 250 pounds 
per acre. 
“Add phosphate is the most econom­ 
ical source of phosphoric add for or­ 
chards and should be used at the rate 
of 400 to 000 pounds per acre. 
On 
light ground, muriate of potash at the 
rate of 100 to 150 pounds per sere may 
be beneficial. 
“Generally speaking, fertiliser appli­ 
cations should be made early In the 
seaeon. 
This applies particularly to 
nitrogenous fertilisers used in orchards 
of low vigor, but Is not as Important 
In orchards where the trees are vigor­ 
ous or when add phosphate and pot­ 
ash are ueed. All applications of add 
phosphate and potaah, together with 
at least half of the nitrate of soda or 
enlphata of ammonia, should be broad­ 
cast over the entire area occupied by 
the trees 
This tends to improve all 
of the soli and make possible the grow­ 
ing of better cover crop« during th# 
early Ufa of the orchard. Applications 
to a limited area around each tree are 
advisable only with young non-baa ring 
tree« or whera heavily fertilised culti­ 
vated crops are being grown between 
the trees.” 


Curculio la Injurious 
to Plum Crop Each Year 
The plum crop suffers Injury mors 
or less each year from die plum cur- 
cullo, a small Insect which Injures the 
fruit by puncturing the skin la egg 
laying and also by feeding on the 
flesh. 
The Injuries thus mads result 
in the fruit becoming dwarfed, knotted 
and very much miaahappen. 
Rapidly 
growing summer or fall varieties show 
the Injury In Its worst. 
The beetles 
appear la August and attack the near­ 
ly full-grown fruit. 
The injury may 
eften be detected by round holes of 
various sises, the flesh being eaten out 
under the akin surrounding the punc­ 
tures as far as the creature may reach 
with Us rather long snout. 
Decay 
often develop« in these Injuries, ren­ 
dering the fruit of no value except, 
perhaps, in some cases for Immediate 
use. 
Mr. C. E. Fetch, entomologist In 
charge of the Dominion Entomological 
Laboratory at Hemming ford, Qua., rec­ 
ommends as a control measure to keep 
the orchard surroundings deer of all 
rubbish and thicket growth. 
Destruc­ 
tion of the fallen fruit from mid-June 
until mid-July tends to lessen the num­ 
ber of beetles for the following year. 
Pasturing the orchard with hogs, ex­ 
cept where 
heavy poisonous spray» 
bave 
been 
used. 
Is 
recommended. 
Spraying or (lusting has given the 
most 
satlafactory 
control. 
Two 
thorough applications of poison should 
be given, the first Just before the blos­ 
soms open and the second when 00 per 
cent of the petals have fallen. In very 
severe infestation a third treatment 
should be given from seven to ton days 
lator.

greenish lice. These lice feed by suck­ 
ing the Juices from the plant. 
The young are bom alive. 
A ma­ 
ture female usua'ly gives birth to sev­ 
eral young a day. 
In case of this 
aphid no true sexual forms or eggs 
are known. 
Keproductlou from unfer­ 
tilized females seems to take place 
throughout the year. 
Control: 
Usually this aphid Is kept 
under control to a large extent by par­ 
asites and predators. 
However, under 
favorable conditions the aphids may 
become sufficiently abundant 
to 
re­ 
quire an artificial remedy. 
The most 
satisfactory 
remedy 
known 
Is 
ft 
thorough spraying of the vines with 
nicotine sulphate, two tablespoonfuls 
!to four gallons of water, with about 
one-half bar of good laundry soap 
added. The soap should be shaved and 
dissolved In a small portion of the 1 
water before being added.

aulphate dust Is also an effective rem­ 
edy. 
The dust may be prepared by 
thoroughly mixing 8 ounces of nicotine 
sulphate (40 per cent nicotine,», with 
12 pounds of air-slacked lime.

Soothing Cranky Binder 
Before Harvesting Time 
When acres of dead ripe grain are 
waiting to be cut, is a poor time for 
the binder to develop a fussy streak. 
Some of the more common difficulties 
and their relief have been studied by 
the Nebraska Agricultural college.

If the machine travels with a 
Jerky motion, main drive chain Is too 
loose or It may be d ry ; try a little oil 
on it. 
2. If the slats rip off the canvas, the 
elevators are not square. 
3. 
If the knotter hook is rusty and 
rough, it will not work properly. Polish 
It with fine emery paper. 
4. 
If the binder attachment Is not 
timed properly, It certainly will not 
work. 
Some binders are timed In as 
many as five places. 
5. If the knotter hook does not turn 
fur enough to close the fingers on the 
twine, no knot will be tied. 
Look at 
the knotter pinion. 
It should not be 
| worn. 
8. 
If the twine slips through the 
cord holder the twine wiU be pulled out 
before the knot is tied. 
Adjust the 
cord bolder spring. 
It should take 40 
pounds to pull the twine from the disk. 
7. 
If the disk does not move far 
enough, the knotter hook grasps only 
one cord, hence a loose end band. 
8. 
If the needle is bent or out of 
shape, there will be a loose fud band. 
The needle Is malleable Iron and may 
be hammered back to shape.

If the twine is pulled from the 
hook before the knot la tied, try the 
knife, it may be dull.

Soft-Shelled Eggs Are 
Caused by Two Defects 
Soft-shelled eggs are either due to 
the absence of shell-forming material 
in the feed or to disease In the lower 
part of the oviduct which results In an 
insufficient secretion of lime salts.. In 
rare cases, however, they 
may 
be 
caused by the fowls not mating enough 
of shell-forming material even when an 
abundant supply Is available. 
Keep 
oyster shell before fowls at all times. 
Sometimes the bird Is too fat and this 
reaults in an absence of muscular 
tonicity, the eggs being passed down 
the oviduct so rapidly that the secre­ 
tions are not supplied In sufficient 
amounts. 
If hens are too fat. give 
them more exercise. 
Cut down the 
amount of com, buckwheat and barley 
and add meat scraps or tankage. 


“Nitrogen and moisture ar^ the two ( 
most Important factors In tree growth , 
and it Is the presence of these two fac- J 
tors during the height of the growing 
season that determines the growth to 
be made during the season,’’ says H. 
R. Nlswonger, extension horticulturist 
for the North Carolina State College of 
Agriculture. 
Mr. Nlswonger states that fruit trees 
make their greatest growth during the 
first few months of their growing pe­ 
riod. 
At the same time, however, the 
trees are trying to set a crop of fruit 
and therefore It is necessary to assist 
them by early fertilizing and cultivat­ 
ing. 
For the nitrogen fertilizer, Mr. Nls­ 
wonger recommends the quick-noting 
inorganic ammonates like nitrate of 
soda. "Make an application," he says, 
“a few feet from the base of the tree 
under and beyond the branches Just as 
the buds are swelling. For apple trees 
10 to 15 years of age. an application 
of three to four pounds per tree Is suf­ 
ficient with the amount being varied 
according to the slzn of the tree. 
On 
young trees, two or three years of age, 
one-hnlf pound is sufficient. 
"Trees In sod will require more fer­ 
tilizer than trees under cultivation. 
"For peach trees five to six years of 
age, of good size, make an application 
In the same manner as fur the apple, 
varying the amount again according to 
size and age, hut use a total of only 
one to two pounds per tree For young 
trees from one-fourth to one-half of a 
pound per tree is sufficient." 


White Blackberries Are 
an Interesting Novelty 
White blackberries or white dew­ 
berries are not the most common things 
in the world, yet they are not new. Of 
course the dewberries are really black­ 
berries that He on the ground instead 
of standing upright, so that we can 
consider them as a group for a mo­ 
ment. 
Iceberg is the most familiar variety 
of white blackberry. It Is not of com­ 
mercial Importance in the East, hut In 
California It Is found rather frequent­ 
ly in the home garden. It is certainly 
an Interesting novelty, and a berry of 
g(»od quality, says H. B. Tukey in the 
Rural New Yorker. 
Many other white 
seedlings have been known, but none 
of them have received the attention 
that the Iceberg has. 
White dewberries have been record­ 
ed in literature since 1871, at least, 
and they are reported from such di­ 
verse regions as Colorado and Penn­ 
sylvania. Undoubtedly there have been 
many more that have never been listed 
on the printed page. 
Practically every plant throws white 
seedlings or sports now and then. We 
have yellow raspberries, white straw­ 
berries, and so on 
Occasionally one 
observes a white corn plant in the field, 
but since it Is without the green ehlo- 
rophyl that is necessary to continued 
growth, It soon dies and leaves no rec­ 
ord of Its attempt.

New Lime-Sulphur Spray 
From Oregon for Pears 


A 
new 
lime-sulphur spray, called 
"Oregon cold mix,” was worked out at 
the Oregon station last year, and pear 
growers tried It out last summer. They 
say It controlled pear scab perfectly 
and did no damage to the tenderett 
fruits. That Is saying a lot. It is also 
effective against brown rot, they say. 
The Oregon cold mix requires finely 
ground sulphur—superfine flour. Eight 
pounds of the sulphur flower are mixed 
with four pounds of hydrated lime 
Two quarts of sktiu milk are diluted 
with two quarts of water and poured 
into the sulphur and lime, which is 
stirred to a smooth paste. If too thick 
more water is slowly added. 
Several 
gallons of water are added to this 
paste, which Is well stirred up and 
poured through the strainer into the 
spray tank. 
The tank Is then filled 
with water to make 50 gallons of 
epray.

Ladybird Beetles Most 
Beneficial of Insects 
Ladybird beetles are among the most 
beneficial of Insect*. Almost all of the 
members of this family, both the adult 
beetles and the larvae, feed upon plant 
lice and scale insects.

tomology, will see that some Insect Is

As far as is known there 
la no way of encouraging or increas­ 
ing the numbers of these useful allies 
but they should not be killed through 
Ignorance of their true worth. 


Thinning Helps Apples

prevents the breaking of branches and 
Increases the size of the remaining 
fruit. 
Many trees set more fruit than 
they can carry or properly mature. 
Unless they are thinned the result Is 
broken branches and inferior or un­ 
marketable fruit. 
Removing defective 
fruit and thinning so that the apples 
are about six Inches apart on the 
brunches, will go u long way toward 
Insuring a maximum yield 
of first 
grade fruit and saving the trees.

Soothing Cranky Binder 
Before Harvesting Time 
When acres of dead ripe grain are 
waiting to he cut, 1» a poor tluie for 
the binder to develop a fussy streak. 
Some of the more common difficulties 
and their relief have been studied by 
the Nebraska Agricultural college. 
1. 
If the machine travels with a 
Jerky motion, main drive chain Is too 
loose or it may be d ry ; try a little oil 
on It. 
2. If the slats rip off the canvas, the 
elevators are not square. 
3. 
If the knotter hook Is rusty and 
rough, It will not work properly. Polish 
It with fine emery paper. 
4. 
If the binder attachm ent Is not 
timed pfoperly, It certainly will not 
work. 
Some binders are tinted In as 
many as five places. 
5. If the knotter hook does not turn 
far enough to close the fingers on the 
twine, no knot will be tied. 
Look at 
the knotter pinion. 
It should not be 
worn. 
6. 
If the twine slips through the 
cord holder the twine will be pulled out 
before the knot Is tied. 
Adjust the 
cord holder spring. 
It should take 40 
pounds to pull the twine from the disk. 
7. 
If the disk does not move far 
enough, the knotter hook grasps only 
one cord, hence a loose end band. 
8. 
If the needle is bent or out of 
shape, there will be s loose tu d band. 
The needle Is malleable iron and may 
be hammered back to shape.

If the twine Is pulled from the 
hook before the knot la tied, try the 
knife, It may be dull. 


“Nitrogen and moisture are the two 
most Important factors In tree growth 
and It Is the presence of these two fac­ 
tors during the height of the growing 
season that determ ines the growth to 
be made during the season,’’ says II. 
R. Nlswonger, extension horticulturist 
for the North Carolina State College of 
Agriculture. 
Mr. Nlswonger states that fruit trees 
make their greatest growth during the 
first few months of their growing pe­ 
riod. 
At the same time, however, the 
trees are trying to set a crop of fruit 
and therefore It Is necessary to assist 
them by early fertilizing and cultivat­ 
ing. 
For the nitrogen fertilizer, Mr. Nls­ 
wonger recommends the qulck-nctlng 
Inorganic auimonates like nitrate of 
soda. “Make an application,” he says, 
“a few feet from the base of the tree 
under and beyond the bran« ties Just as 
the buds are swelling. For apple trees 
10 to 15 years of age, an application 
of three to four pounds per tree Is suf­ 
ficient with the amount la-lng varied 
according to the shte of the tree. 
On 
young trees, two or three years of uge, 
one-half pound Is sufficient. 
“Trees In sod will require more fer­ 
tilizer than trees under cultivation. 
“For pegch trees five to six years of 
age, of good size, make an application 
In the same manner as for the apple, 
varying the amount Hgidn according to 
size ami age, but use a total of only 
one to two pounds per tree For young 
trees from one-fourth to one-half of a 
pounfi per tree Is sufficient.”

New Lime-Sulphur Spray 
From Oregon for Pears 


A 
new 
llme-suiphur spray, called 
“Oregon cold mix,” was worked out at 
the Oregon station last year, and pear 
growers tried It out last summer. They 
say It controlled pear scab perfectly 
and did no damage to the tenderett 
fruits. That Is saying a lot. It Is also 
effective against brown rot, they say. 
The Oregon cold mix requires finely 
ground sulphur—superfine flour. Eight 
pounds of the sulphur flower are mixed 
with four pounds of hydrated lime. 
Two quarts of skitu milk are diluted 
with two quarts of wdter and poured 
into the sulphur and lime, which Is 
stirred to a smooth paste. If too thick 
more w ater Is slowly added. 
Several 
gallons of water are added to this 
paste, which Is well stirred up and 
poured through the strainer into the 
spray tank. 
The tank Is then filled 
with water to make 60 gallons of 
•pray. _
